CHAPTER III.— Organisation of Agricultural Research. 


1. Constitution of Council of Agricultural Research. ( Recommendations 1 to 17 and 19 — ; para - 

grajdis 40 — 55 and 57-58.) 


Recommendations 1, 2 and 8. Closer liaison between the Imperial Agricultural Research 
Institute and Piovincial Agricultural Departments.— Ab tlio hends of Provincial Agricultural 
Departments and the Director, Imperial Agricultural Research Institute, are members of the 
Advisory Board of the Imperial Council ol Agricultural Research, the meetings of the Board 
and of the various standing and ad hoc committees of the Council provido the necessary liaison 
betweon the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute and the Provincial Agricultural Depart- 
ments. 


' Recommendation 4. Establishment of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research. — 
The Council was established by Government of India Resolution No. 82G-Agn. of 23rd Muy 
1929 and registered as a Society w it h the following princiii.il objects : — 


(a) to aid, develop and co-ordinate agricultural and volcrmaiy research in India by 
promoting scientific (including technological research, instruction and experi- 
ments in the science), mcthods'nnd practice of agriculture (including the market- 
ing of agricultural produce) nnd by promoting veterinary research and instruc- 
tion in veterinary science, by tho diffusion ol useful information nnd by such 
other means as ’appear calculated to develop agricultural and veterinary 
leseavch. 


(<>) to act as a clearing house of information not only in regard to research but also in 
rcgnrd to agricultural and veterinary matters generally. 


(c) for tho purposes of tho Society to draw nnd accept and make and ondorse, discount 
nnd negotiate Government of India and other promissory notes, bills of exchange, 
cheques or other negotiable instruments. 


The activities of tho Council have oxpunded considerably within the limits sot for it by 
its Memorandum of Association. 


A review of tho lcsciircli work conducted under its auspices so far was made by two 
distinguished British oxpcrls, Sir John Russell nnd Dr. N. C. Wright. These two experts 
have mndo very important, suggestions in their roporls which are under consideration. It is 
expected that these will huve considerable eflect on the future activities of the Council. 


Recommendation 5. Financing of the Imperial Council of Agn'cultvral Rcseaich.—ln addi- 
tion to tho grants made to the Imjierial Council of Agricultural Research, ns detailed below', 
the Govcmmont of Tudia meet the cost of its Secretarial including tho salaries of the Vice- 
Chairman, lixpeif Advisci s and Secretary. In addition, the Government of India meet the 
entire cost, of the office of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser nnd the Central Marketing staff 
and the Imperial Institute of Sugar Technology at Onwnporc. Both these Offices arc under 
the ndministiative control of tin Imperial Council of Agricultural Research Department,

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CHAPTER HI. — Organisation ol Agricultural Research — conld. 

Recommendation 6. Training of Research Workers. — The Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research has not yet instituted any system of scholarships for the higher training of research 
workers, as it was the view of the Advisory Board and Governing Body that having regard to 
the number of scholarships given by other organisations for higher training abroad the Coun- 
cil’s funds should, for the present, be devoted to actual research. It lias, however, arranged 
for higher training and research in the following special branches of science of 10 workers : —

Virus diseases of plants 1 

Cytology . 2 

Soil Microbiology 1 

Physiology of fruit trees ...........I 

Insoot pests . 1

It has also made a grant to the Calcutta University for speoial post-graduate training in 
statistics. It may be added that the research schemes at present financed by the Council 
employ about 300 research workers and assistants so that the number of science and agricul- 
tural graduates receiving training in research methods is large. 


Recommendation 7 . Council as a clearing house of information. — This recommendation 
was acted upon on a very limited scale up to 1937, ns financial stringency had prevented the 
appointment of technical assistants to the Agricultural and the Animal Husbandry Experts 
to the Imperinl Council ol Agricultural Research. These technical assistants were appointed 
towards the second half of the year 1937. This has made possible considerable development 
under this head. 


The Council lias allotted part of its research grant to statistical work in this connection 
and the nucleus of an Animal Husbandry Bureau has been established and a small Looust 
Intelligence Bureau maintained. The work of the Sugar Bureau, Pusa, lias been transferred 
to the Sugar Technologist to the Council and lias been considerably expnnded. 


Recommendation 8. Publication tvork. — The publication work formerly done by the 
Imperial Agricultural Research Institute was taken over by the Council in January, 1931.

Recontmcndation 9. Sectional meetings of Experts in the various branches of Agricultural 
and Vetcrinaiij Science. — The Board of Agriculture and Animal Husbandry in India has been 
divided into two wings dealing respectively with (a) Crops and Soils nnd (6) Animal Health 
and Animal Husbandry. A meeting of Animal Husbandry Research Workers nnd others 
interested was hold in .February, 1936. Tlio various standing and ad hoc Committees of the 
Advisory Board of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research bring togothor ninny re- 
search workers both from the Agricultural Departments and Universities. Tko Council lias 
also assisted in the formation of an Indian Society of Soil Science. 
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CHAPTER HI. — Organisation ot Agricultural Research — amid. 

In 1937 the Council arranged two conferences, one of tho Horticultural Research Workers 
engaged on its schemes and the other of the workers on tho four dry farming schemes financed 
by the Council. In addition, periodical meetings of a small Committee to co-ordinate the 
Work on oilseeds in the Punjab, the United Provinces and the Imperial Agricultural Research 
Institute, New Delhi, have also been organised. 

Recommendation 10. Gtanls by the Gouncil for Research. — Grants from tho funds of the 
Council for research work are being made ns lecommcnded. 


Recommendation 11. Alteration of Dcuilvtion Rules to permit of the development of Agri- 
cultural Research by a central authot ity . — This proved unnecessary. In practice grants are made 
to the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research which is a registered society. 

t 

Recommendations 12 to 17. Constitution of' the Council and its whole-time officers. These 

recommendations have been accepted and acted upon. Tlie Imperial Council of Agricul- 
tural Research which was brought into existence ns a consequence has, however, a somewhat 
different constitution from the one recommended, ns it was found expedient to set up a separate 
Advisory Board to deal with Scientific and Technical matters and a Governing Body (mainly 
composed of Ministers of Agriculture and Representatives of the Central Legislature) to deal 
with questions of policy and finance. 

Recommendation 19. Abolition of the post of Agricultural Adviser to the Government of 
India — The post of Agricultural Adviser to tlie Government oi India 1ms been abolished and 
the Advisory duties of this post have been taken over by the Vice-Chairman, Imperial Council 
of Agricultural Research, and lus two expert colleagues. 


2 Appointment of a whole-time Director for the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute, New 
Delhi. ( Recommendations 20 and 21 — paiagraphs 58-69.) 

These recommendations weic accepted and tho Secretary of State was requested to recruit 
a suitable candidate for tho post. Dr. B. A. Keen of tho Rothamstcd Experimental Station, 
who was appointed by him ns Director on a year’s contract, in the first inbtnncc, joined the 
post in November, 1930. On his advice it was decided, in connection with certain retrench- 
ment proposals, that the Director should take an active part in research and that his duties 
should bo combined with those of Head of a Section. And from November, 1931, when Dr. 
Keen’s contract terminated, to October, 1935, the combined post of Director and Head of n 
Section was held by officer* oi tho I. A. S. Since October, 1935, an officer of tho General Cen- 
tral Service, Class I, has been holding it m an officiating capacity. A decision regarding the 
permanent appointment has been iurther delayed owing to the recommendations made 
by Sir John Russell regarding the position and functions of the Institute. 


3. Expansion of the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute as an educational centre. ( Recom- 
mendation 22 — paragraph GO.) 

A preliminary examination of the question was made by tho Government of India in 1929 
and tho Provincial Governments were informed that the Governmcntof India had accepted tho 
view of tho Commission and were willing to take tho nccessaiy action to provide all the faci- 
lities possible for higher agricultural training at the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute, 
Pusa, as rapidly as financial conditions permitted, but that, as a preliminary to a decision as 
to the additional facilities which were required, it was essential that Provincial Governments 
should come to a decision on the policy they wished to adopt in regard to recruitment to their 
new Superior Provincial Agricultural Services. The majority of the Provincial Governments 
did not agreef that the completion of a post-graduato course at Pusa would be an essential 
qualification for their superior provincial agricultural sendees and only a few' of them could 
give an indication of the number of men whom they would wish to have trained annually. 


The Government of India accepted the iccommendntions of tho Royal Commission on 
Agriculture in India to make the Imperial Agucultural Research Institute at Pnsa a centre 
for post-graduate training and to provide necessary facilities ns rapidly ns financial conditions 
permitted. They sought the advice of tho Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, and, 
the Advisory Board of the Council, in January 193], adopted the following general Resolu- 
tion on the subject : — 


“ That Pusa should continue to bo developed actively and to the greatest possible extent 
as an Institute for fundamental research. If facilities for post-graduate training 
analogous to those provided at present are then oflered, it will attract researoh 
students in proportion to its success as a research centre." 
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CHAPTER m.— Organisation of Agricultural Research — could. 


The Board also made the following recommendations : — 


(а) that the provision of facilities for research work and for acquiring a knowledge of 

modem research methods and technique is all-important and involves a certain 
amount of definite but not formal instruction ; 

(б) that there is need for a special post-graduate course, of an original nature, for 

Assistant and Deputy Directors of Agriculture and that in some cases it will be 
desirable to give a refresher course in the various branches of agricultural science 
in order to assist students coming from a Provincial Department of Agriculture, 
who having left the University or the Agricultural College several years previous- 
ly are not acquainted with the recent advances in pure soience ; 

(c) that for university students seeking admission to the post-graduate courses it should 

ordinarily be insisted upon that they should hold the highest degree in science, 
short of a Doctor’s degree, awarded by their University and that for agricultural 
graduates a first-class or a high position in the college gradation list should be 
demanded ; 

(d) that entry to the post-graduate courses should not bo confined to men already in 

Government service but should be open to private students ; and 

(p) that in each province there should bo a selection committee, on which due repre- 
sentation should be given to universities and that the recommendations of such 
selection committees should be placed beforo a selection committee at Pusa, 
which should have the final voice in the selection of studehts. The Pusa autho- 
rities should have power to admit students who have not gone beforo a pro- 
vincial selection committee bnt who, in their opinion, are suitable for a post- 
graduate course. 

The recommendations of the Advisory Board of the Council have been accepted by the 
Government of India, except that in regard to recommendation (c) it was considered that 
candidates possessing the B.Sc. degree with honours should also bo eligible for selection for 
post-graduate training. 

The question Of providing increased facilities for highor agricultural education at the 
Imperial Agricultural, Research Institute, New Delhi, has since been under consideration, 
but no action could be taken owing to financial stringency. 


4. Part to be played by Indian Universities in Agricultural development. (Recommendations 

24 and 25 — paragraph 62.), 

The Inter University Board continued to keep in touch with the Imperial Council of Agri- 
cultural Research and their representatives continued to sit on the Advisory Board and the other 
committees of the Council. The co-operation of the Universities in Agricultural Research 
under the aegis of the Council iB thus maintained and by the end of the year 1937 research 
grants aggregating Rs. 6,49,050 had been sanctioned to nine Universities for fifteen schemes. 


6. Internal Co-ordination and Go-operation in Research Institutes. (Recommendation 26 — para- 
graph 64.) 


Dr. B. A. Keen, who was Director of the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute in 
1930-31, was of the opinion that under the then existing system of organisation of the Insti- 
tute no advantage was to be gained by following the RothnmRted system. It was however 
decided that the recommendation should be reconsidered after the transfer of the Institute to 
New Delhi. It has since been decided that the existing Council of the Institute, consisting of 
the Director and Heads of permanent Sections of the Institute, should continue to function 
as an advisory body to he consulted in regard to administrative matters and questions relating 
to admission of post-graduate students and research workers. In addition : — 


(i) A " Staff Research Council " consisting of all Class I officers and tho Statistician, 
has been constituted, as an experimental measure from February, 1937, for co- 
ordinating tho research work in the various sections of tho Institute. It will 
meet in the different laboratories by rotation and will consider monthly reports 
and programmes relating to the work of the Sections and suggest co-operative 
experiments, where necessary. 
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fi ffAPTtre. m.— Organisation of Agricnltnral Research — conetd. 

(it) General meetings of all the scientific staff of the Institute are held, for the present 
once in every two months, to discuss papers prepared for publication and the 
general progress of the scientific work of the Institute. 


6. Constitution of a Central Jute Committee. (Recommendations 2S and 29 — paragraph Co.) 


The Indian Central Jute Committee, the establishment of which was recommended by the 
Royal Commission, w as set up under a resolution of the Government of India dated 28th May, 
1936. Its functions are research and enquiry into all the problems of the jute industry in 
India. It has a number of expert agricultural and scientific members and an equal number 
of representatives of the industrial nnd the agricultural side of jute. It is being financed, for 
the present, by grants from central revenues, to the extent a hicli can profitably be spent by 
the Committee, subject to a maximum of Rs. 5 lakhs in any year. The first meeting of the 
Committee was held in February, 1937, when it constituted itself as a registered society. 


7. Establishment of additional svb-slaiiotis to the Pusa Institute. (Recommendation 30— para- 
graph 66.) 

The following sub-stations of the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute are finnneed 
at present by the Council : — 

(i) the Botanical sub-station at Pusa ; (it) Sugarcane sub-stntion at Karnal ; (f it) 
Potato breeding research station at Simla ; (iv) Wheat breeding sub-station at 
Simla ; and (v) Tobacco sub-station at Guntur. 

In addition the following sugarcane experimental stations financed by grants made 
by the Council are now in operation : — 

Dacca (Bengal), Pusa (Biliar), Shalijahanpur and Muzaflurnagar (U. P.), Jullundur 
and Lyallpur (Punjab), Padegaon (Bombny-Deccan), Anakapalle and Gudiyat- 
tam (Madras), Jorhat (Assam), Mysore and Baroda. 

A similar sugarcane research station is also to be opened shortly in North-West 
Frontier Province with the aid of a grant made by the Imperial Council of 
Agricultural Research. 

These stations enable productions of the Imperial Sugarcane Breeding station at Coim- 
batore (itself a branch of the Imperial Council of Agricultiual Research) to be thoroughly 
tested throughout India and the actual selections to be made under lornl conditions. 

The Council has also made a grant for research work on the insect pests of sugarcane at 
the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute and a number of other provincial centres. 

8. Continuance of the Board of Agriculture. (Recommendation 31 — paragraph 67.) 

The Boaid of Agriculture has been reconstituted as the " Board of Agriculture and Animal 
Husbandry in India ”. It has been divided into two w ings dealing respectively with Crops 
and Soils, and Animal Health and Animal Husbandry. It was the intention that each wing 
Bhould meet biennially, meetings being arrnnged in alternate years, but owing to financial 
stringency meetings have been less frequent. 

The last meeting of the old Board was held at Pusa in December 1929 ; the first meeting 
of the Animal Husbandry Winj? was held in February 1933 ; and that of the Crops and Soils 
wing in February 1935. The second meeting of the Animal Husbandry Wing was held in Madras 
in December 1936 and that of the Crops nnd Soils Wing in Lahore in December 1937. The 
third meeting of the Animal Husbandry Wing has been fixed for February 1939. 


CHAPTER IV. — Agricultural Improvement. 

9. Conservation of Fertilisers and int estigalion of certain problems of cultivation. (Recommenda- 
tions 30, 31, 36, 36, 38, 68, 73 and 79— paragraphs 87. 91, 92, 91, 108, 112 and 115.) 

Recommendations 30, 31, 35 and 36. Restriction of the export and detelopment of the use of 
indigenous fertilizers . — -The Government of India have accepted the view of the Commission 
that no case can be made out for the imposition of an export tax on oil-seeds, oil-cakes, bones, 
bone-meal, fish manures and natural phosphates or for the prohibition of the export of these 
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CHAPTER 17 . — Agricultural Improvement — contd. 

products. Provincial Governments were informed accordingly and asked to take early steps 
(a) to investigate the 'possibilities of extending the oil-crushing industry and, in particular, 
to examine fclio question how far iis development could bo promoted by Government, assistance 
in the matter of overcoming difficulties of transport and in the form of technological advice 
in regard to improved methods of manufacture and standardisation, (b) to investigate the 
economics of the bone-crushing industry, and (c) to investigate the extent to which fish manures 
could bo used profitably for Indian agriculture and the price obtained for them in the export 
market. 

Tho replios received from the Provincial Governments were passed oh to the Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Research which appointed two committees, viz. : (1) Fertiliser Com- 
mittee for the investigation of problems relating to the conservation of indigenous monurial 
resources, tho development of tho use of indigenous fertilisers and the preparation of a pro- 
gramme of rcsenroli on fertilisers, and (2) Oil-crushing Industry Committee to deal with the 
question of developing tho oil-teed industry. The Fortifiers Committco met for tho first time 
in Juno 1930 and organised tho compilation and examination of previous fertiliser experiments 
throughout India. At its second mooting in February 1931 tho Committee considered tho 
results collected, arranged for their publication and drew up a general programme of fertiliser * 
experiments to bo conducted on modern lines. Tho Intiinn Oil-crushing Industry Committee 
mot twice in 1931 and again in 1933. A number of matters connected with the development 
of the Oil-crushing industry was considered and the co-operation of provincial departments of 
industry sought. 


The Imperial Council of Agricultural Research made a grant of Rs. 30,000 per annum for 
three yenrs and six months to the Hnraourt Butler Technologies Institute, Cawnpore, to assist 
their oil-teelmology hcction. It lias disseminated information regarding faults in Indian 
oilseeds and vegetable oils. With the establishment of the Industrial Research Bureau (under 
tho late Industries and Labour Department of the Government of India) the question of 
developing research in vegetable oil technology has boon transferred to that body. 


The Council hns also assisted in the collection of data regarding the bone crushing indus- 
try', in tho design of a small power driven bone-crusher (by oflering a prize) and in experiments 
on rendering bones soluble by simple methods. The results of the latter have been published. 


Recommendation 38. Legislation against adulteration of fertilizers. — This is now a provin- 
cial matter under the Government of India Act, 1933, but tho question of giving a lead to tho 
Provinces is under consideration. 


Recommendation 08. Investigation into the economics of power cultivation in the Central 
Provinces taitli a view to the posiibiliti / of reclaiming of areas infested with kans grass. — This hns 
been enrried out in the Central Provinces and Bombay’ Deccan. Tho Imperial Council of 
Agricultural Research made n grant for the completion of the Burmnh-shcll Corporation’s 
experiments in the Bombny Deccan and published their results as a monograph. Tho Council 
has also under consideration a scheme of research on tho eradication of kans grass in Bhopal, 


Recommendation 73. Problems of cultivation tit dry and precarious tracts. — Theso matters 
are largely provincial but tho Imperial Council of Agricultural Research has ntndc grants to 
three provinces and one Indian State for a coordinated schomc of research on this group of 
problems. 


Recommendation 79. Precautions against mixing of t leeels in ginning factories. — Legisla- 
tion for licensing of ginning and pressing factories 1ms been pnssed in Bombay', Siml and 
Central Provinces and licensing 1 b in voguo in Hyderabad and Indore Slates. 


10. Railivay Freight concessions on fertilisers and agricultural machinery. ( Recommendations 
39 and GO — paragraphs 95 and 109.) 


-Tho rates for manures on tho principal railways, both Klutc-munngcd and Compnny- 
managed linos, wore reduced to the minimum permissible midob tho classification, i.c., 1/lOth 
pie per mailed per mile, in 1028. It was, however, found that advantage was being taken of 
tins concession rale for various commodities which, while occasionally used ns manures, wove 
moro largely utilised for other purposes. In 1931, Railways notified'llmt tho l/10Lb pio rnto 
would apply only to certain descriptions of manures and then too only on production of a certi- 
ficate from a gazetted officer of tho Agricultural Department. Tho list of fertilisers to whioh 
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tlie special rales, applied was drawn up by Railway Administrations after taking into considera- 
tion the local conditions obtaining on each railway. Recently, owing to altered conditions 
the rates for manures have been slightly enhanced ; most of the principal Railways quote’ 
either 0p. f or C/R schedule, the basis of which is as follows ‘ '

Freight lutes on agiioullural implements and machinery were re-examined in 1928, when 
it was decided to reduce the classification for such implements and machinery not worked 
by their own power (t.e., which is the only kind manufactured in India) from 2nd clara (0*42 
pie pci maund pel mile) to 1st class (0-38 pie per maund per mile) which is the lowest class 
m the Rail nays’ General Classification of Goods. This revision of tho classification had also 
the oflect of removing the anomaly reierrod to in paragraph 313 of tho Agricultural Commis- 
sion’s Report, icgardmg sugarcane mills not being included under agricultural implements. 


11. Modification of Hides framed under the Destructive Insects and Pests Act, 1911. (Recom- 
mendation 7d — paragraph 113.) 

The Royal Commission held that no modification of tho Rules framed under the Destructive 
Insects mid Pests Act, 1914, so aS to enable Directors of Agriculture to import prohibited 
material dncct for experimental purposes was called for. This view' w r as accepted and Pro- 
vincial Governments were informed accordingly. The Rules have been amended with a view 
to prevent the introduction into British India of plant and fruit pests by air, und to restrict 
the import of Hevea rubber plants and seeds from America and West Indies, of cofleo plants 
and unroasted and unground cofleo seeds and beans and citrus plants. Aden has been excluded 
from the operation of the Rules but the restrictions imposed by tho Rules continue to apply 
to all exports irom Aden to other parts of Biitish India. 


Tho import of potatoes into India rrnder a certificate from tho Imperial Economic Bota- 
nist, Impcnol Agricultural Research Institute, Now Delhi, has been authorised in order to 
facilitate potato brooding experiments by that Institute. 


The amendment of tho Act with a view to cnablo tho Central Government to control : — 
(») the movement from ono part of British India to anotlior of living plants likely t° 
cause infection to any crop ; and 

(ii) the importation, and movement from ono province to another, of live insects which 
may be destructive to crops in other ways than by causing infection to them ; 
is under consideration. • 


12. Go-operation of maritime Indian States in preventing the importation of Pests and Diseases 
from outside India. ( Recommendation 75 — paragraph 113.) 

The Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, to which the question was referred for 
advice, recommended that the most feasible method was to seek tho cooperation of the mari- 
time Indian States m dealing with each specified problem as it arose. This recommendation 
endoises the picsont practice and has been accepted by the Government of India. 


The Indian States concerned are co-operating generally in the enforcement of tho rules 
under tho Destructive Insects and Pests Act. 


13. Stiengthcning of the Mycological and Entomological staff of the Central Government. (Re- 
commendation 77 — paiagraph 114.) *" 

lhe Recommendation was examined m connection with tho general question of tho mea- 
sures whioh could be taken by the Government of India to assist the Sugar Industry and tho 
Agricultural Adviser was requested to formulate schemes for strengthening the Imperial ly 
eolcgieal and entomological staff to deal "with posts and diseases of cane. Proposals submitted 
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by him were placed before the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research which has made a 
grant to the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute providing for a Mycologist and a staff 
for sugarcane diseases. The Imperial Council of Agricultural Research has made a grant for 
staff for research in sugarcane pests which is being carried on by the second Entomoligist who 
has been relieved of his other duties, 


14. Chant of gun licences for the protection of crops and cattle from wild animals. (Recommendation 

80 — paragraph 116.) 

The Government of India examined the question and found that no further instructions to 
Provincial Governments were oalled for. The Tariff Board recommended that all fenoing 
materials should continue to he free of the protective duty. The Government of India accepted 
the Board’s recommendation and all iron or steel barbed or stranded wire and wire rope are 
subjeot only to the ad valorem revenue duty. 


16, Tariff Concessions. ( Recommendaions 45, 70 and 71 — paragraphs 99 and 110.) 

Recommendation 45. Exemption of seeds, seedling plants, etc., from import duty. — The Royal 
Commission recommended that seeds, seedling plants and cuttings of exotic species and of 
exotic varieties of indigenous species imported for experimental sowing or planting should bo 
exempted from import duty. In pursuance of this recommendation living plants were first 
exempted from duty in November 1929, by a notification under section 23 of the Sea Customs 
Aot. This exemption was subsequently placed on a statutory basis by the Indian Tariff (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1930. A detailed examination of the recommendation regarding exemption of seeds 
was made in the Departments concerned but further consideration of it had to bo postponed 
until the financial situation improved. The quostion will again receivo consideration in the 
Central Board of Revenue along with similar requests for reductions or remissions of import duty 
in the Jinterests of Indian industry when financial circumstances permit. 


Recommendation 70. Rebate of import duties on iron awl steel used in the manufacture 
of agricultural implements and machinery. — With reference to representations received by the 
Commission that whilst agricultural implements and machinery with a few exceptions wore 
admitted into India free of duty, high protective duties were levied on imported iron and stool, 
it was recommended that the claims of manufacturers in India for a rebate of the import duties 
on iron and steel used in the manufacture of agricultural implements and machinery should be 
investigated by the Indian Tariff Board. It has been considered unnecessary to take any action 
|n connection with this recommendation, as in any oase in whioh it can bo shown that an industry 
is hampered by reason of the fact that the duty on the finished article is lower than the duty on 
the materials required to he imported for its manufacture it is open to the manufacturers to 
apply for the removal of such inequality through the Tariff Board in accordance with the Com- 
merce Department Resolution No. 38-T. (2), dated the 28th Maroh, 1926, which was published in 
the Gazette of India of the same date. It may also he mentioned that as a result of the last 
Tariff Board Enquiry on the Iron and Steel Industry the protective duties on steel plates and 
structurals, not of British manufacture, have been substantially reduced. Similar British 
manufactures are now liable to a revenue duty only. Steel billets imported for re-rolling have 
further been exempted from customs duty in excess of the oxcise duty whioh is leviable on billets 
of Indian manufacture. 


Recommendation 71. Interpretation of the term ' Agricultural implements ’ in the Tariff 
schedule. — In accordance with the recommendation of the Commission, pans for boiling sugar 
cane juice, sugar centrifuges and pug mills, and parts thereof, as well as moubators for poultry 
farming were exempted from import duty by the Indian Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1930. Since 
then flame throwers for attachment to spraying machines designed for the extermination of 
locusts and * Latex cups ’ have been added to the free list of agricultural implements. 


CHAPTER VI.— Demonstration and Propaganda. 

16. Discontinuation by the Board of Agriculture of its Review of the methods of Demonstration and 
Propaganda employed in the provinces. {Recommendation 1 — paragraph 129.) 

In December 1929, the Board of Agriculture in India passed a Resolution reoommending 
that a review of the organisation for all methods of agricultural propaganda and other extension 
work should find a place in the agenda for future meetings of both the Agricultural and Animal 
Husbandry wings of the Board. Effect has been given to this resolution and the subject 
included in the agenda of subsequent mootings. Agricultural propaganda and extension work 
is now receiving active consideration of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research and the 
Government of India as a result of the recommendations made by Sir John Russell and Dr 
TVrijAt in 1937 regarding the work of the Council. ’ ' 
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17. Government of India prize for agricultural improvement*. ( Recommendation 3d— paragraph 


This recommendation has been accepted and the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research 
offers gold and silver medals annually for suoh inventions. An offer of a cash prize for an 
improved bone crusher was made but none of the entries submitted were found on te3t, to be 
good enough for the award of the prize. 


CHAPTER VII. — Animal Husbandry. 

18. Export of cattle. ( Recommendation 46 — paragraph 204.) 

The Royal Commission held that the export of oows and heifers is usually undesirable and 
should he carefully watched, but that unless the extinction of some valuable breed is threaten- 
ed the export of breoding bulls should not be prohibited. In the case of certain breeds, export 
might be subject to licence. 


The export of cattle is negligible except from the Madras Presidency. In order to watch 
the export of cows and hoifers from that province, the Collector of Customs, Madras, wo 3 asked 
in May 1929 to maintain special statistics of the export of cattle under suitable heads. These 
statistics which continued to bo maintained up to September 1834 showed that the great majority 
of the animals exported were bullocks and bulls, and it was considered that it would be to the 
advantage of India to develop this trade. 


As regards the export of bulls, the Madras Government were asked whether they wished 
the prohibition of export of all cattle of the Ongole breed, which had been in force since 1922, 
to continue or whether the export of bulls of that breed might he permitted under liconce. The 
Provincial Government asreed to permit the export of bulls and bullooks of the Ongole breed 
under licences to he issued by the Director of Agriculture, Madras, and tho prohibition notifica- 
tion of 1922 was accordingly amended in January 1930. 


19. Establishment of a Central Institute of Animal Nutrition. { Recommendations 62 and 53 — 

paragraph 209.) 

The establishment of an Institute of Animal Nutrition at Izatnagar and the transfer of the 
Physiological Chemist’s Seotion of the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute from Bangalore 
to Izatnagar to form the nucleus of the Animal Nutrition Institute was sanctioned in June, 
1936. The Institute has since come into being and forms part of tho Imperial Veterinary 
Research Institute, as it was felt that there should be close contact between workers on problems 
of animal disease and those engaged on animal nutrition research. 


20. Animal Genetics. (Recommendations 54 and 55— paragraph 210.) 

Pin co April 1932, the Statistical Assistant attached to the Animal Husbandry Bureau 
has been engaged in carrying out a close analysis of the records of the very extensive cattle 
breeding which for many years has been carried on under strictly controlled conditions by the 
Military Dairies Department. A great deal of valuable information has thus been collected and 
published, in tho proceedings of the Animal Husbandry Wing Meeting held in Delhi in February 
1933, and in the Council’s Journals, as to the results which have been obtained by this organisa- 
tion in the improvement of indigenous dairy cattle and by cross-breeding. Similar analyses 
have been made of tho systematic breeding which has been carried on at Government Farms * 
where accurate records have been kept and steps have been taken to ensure that all such records 
shall in future be maintained on similar lines suitable for proper statistical analysis of the data. 

The publication of these records has done a great deal to focus attention on the hitherto 
unsuspected capacity for economical milk and butter fat production of Indian cow of pure indi- 
genous origin 


A scheme for the establishment of an Animal Genetics Section of the Imperial Veterinary 
Research Institute at Izatnagar was prepared, but had to be postponed for financial reasons. 
The question of providing a scholarship for a post-graduate student to undergo training in 
Animal Genetics in accordance with the recommendation of Dr. Wright is, however, under the 
consideration of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, 
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21. Dairying Section of the Imperial Institute of Animal Husbandry and Dairying, Bangalore. 
( Recommendations 56—60 — paragraph 211.) 


These recommendations were discussed at a conference held in Simla in October, 1928. 
The view taken by almost all the provincial representatives at the conference was that there was 
demand for higher training in dairying which the provincial agricultural colleges were not then 
in a position to meet and that therefore it would be premature to close down the dairy section of 
the Institute. Provincial Governments were informed that, in deference to this opinion, the 
Government of India did not intend to make any immediate change in the organisation of that 
section. They were however asked to examine the recommendations of the Royal Commission 
(i) that a thoroughly efficient dairy school should be established as an integral part of one or 
more agricultural colleges and (2) that tho ourrioulum of all agricultural colleges should include 
instruction in cattle-breeding, the feeding of dairy cows and the handling of milk, and they 
were asked to report what action they proposed to take in regard to them. Their replies showed 
that instruction such as was recommended by the Royal Commission was already provided at 
the various agricultural colleges. The replies of Provincial Governments in regard to the other 
recommendation were referred to the I. C. A. R. and the latter was of opinion that there was 
great scope for one or two central institutes for education and research in dairying. Shortly 
afterwards it became necessary to reorganise the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute and 
its sub-stations, owing to tho need for economy on account of financial stringency, and it was 
decided, in 1932, that the institutes at Bangalore and Wellington and the Imperial Cattlo Breed- 
ing Farm at Kamal should be retained but on a somewhat reduced scale. Experimental cross- 
breeding was discontinued at both Bangalore and Wellington and the supply of milk at both 
places was restricted to the demands of the troops. The Creamery at'Anand was closed down. 
Chemical assistance at Bangalore was arranged for by the transfer of an officer from Pusa. 


In 1936 the Imperial Institute of Animal Husbandry and Dairying, Bangalore, and the farm 
at Wellington were separated from the Imperial Agricultural Department and constituted into a 
separate office called ‘ Imperial Dairy Institute ’, directly subordinate to the Government of 
India. The Kamal farm was transferred to tho control of the Imperial Agriculturist, Imperial 
Agricultural Research Institute, New Delhi. The Sindhi and Gir herds and the herd of Murrah 
buffaloes are maintained at Bangalore and the Thar Parlcar herd at ICarnal. No experiments 
in cattle-breeding are undertaken at the latter place. The Hariana herd which was formerly 
maintained at Kamal has been transferred to Izatnagar for genetical studies. Certain proposals 
for the expansion of the Bangalore Institute and the establishment of a new Creamery at Anand 
were sanctioned by Government in 1936, but they have had to be postponed indefinitely pending 
a decision on the recommendations of Dr. Wright regarding future dairy organisation under the 
Central Government. 


22. Continuance of the Cattle Bureau,. ( Recommendation 62— paragraph 211.) 


An Animal Husbandry Bureau was started under the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Researoh in November 1933, with a nucleus staff consisting of a Statistical Assistant and a clerk, 
to collect, collate and disseminate information required for proper development of Animal 
Husbandry in India. An all-India system of registration of pedigree stock based on a definition 
of the breed characteristics of the best known milch breeds of cattle is proposed to be introduced 
in tho near future and officially controlled milk recording iB to be undertaken in the case of these 
breeds. As a preliminary measure, records from the more important farms all over India were 
collected, checked and collated and the first instalment comprising a year’s records from April 
1936 to March 1937 is now under print. It is hoped that the publication would be of value to 
breeders, dairymen and to investigators engaged in the study of inheritance and production of 
milk yield. Considerable progress has been made in regard to the definition of the breed charac- 
teristics of the important breeds of Indian oattle. 


A village enquiry into.tho production and consumption of milk in 7 important cattle breed- 
ing traots was undertaken and the results have recently been published. This was a sampling 
survey under appropriate statistical control and important fundamental data have been obtained. 


Bata regarding the economics of milk production by Gowalasall over India were collected 
and their analysis is being carried out. 


The staff of the Bureau was strengthened in 1937 and arrangements were made for the 
collection and, analysis of data at Military Dairy Farms relating to Hie growth and millr produc- 
tion of dairy cattle in India. 
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23. Cattle conferences. ( Recommendation 02 — paragraph 211.) 

Tho Animal Husbandly Wing of the Board of Agriculture mid the Animal Husbandry 
Rcacaieli Workers Oonfeiencc have gcncinlly taken the place of the Cattle Conferences. 


The first meeting of the Aiuinul Husbandly Wmg or the Bonul of Agiiculturc and Animal 
Husbandry was hold niFclmiiiiy 1033. Action was taken to implement a number of recommen- 
dations accepted by the Wing, including the formation oi Standing Cattle Breeding, Dairying 
and Animal Kiitntion Committees The second meeting oi the Animal Husbandry Wing was 
held in December 193(i. Action bn* since been tnken to implement a number of its recommen- 
dations, including t lie* foimntiou of a Standing Central Fodder and Grazing Committee by the 
Imperial Council of Agricultural Research. 


A Cattle Ooiifcionce was held in Simla in liny 1937 and was attended by Provincial Minis- 
ter and their technical ndvisois and iopre«cnlatives ol certain important Indian States. Tho 
Conference adopted a number oi impoilant re- ol til ions and endorsed the leiommendntion oi tho 
Animal Husbandry Wing lognrding the ioimntion of a Central Fodder and Grazing Committee. 
It also lecoinineuded the formation oi Pioviminl Fodder niul Grazing Committees. Such Com- 
mittees have since been set up in Assam, flu Not ( It West Frontier Province, Madras, the Punjab 
and the United Piovituqs and Bombay, Central Provinces and Bcinr, Bilmr and Orissa aro 
expected to follow suit. A meeting of the Central Foddei and Grazing Committee was held in 
Novcmhei 1937. 


24. Jhpicsintation of tin inlucsl of Animal Hntbatuhi/ on the Council of Agricultural llcstarch. 
{llr commendations OS — Cn — jtamgraph 212. ) 

Thi- has been accepted mid Colonel A. Olvei, 0,11 , C.M.G , F.R.C.V.S., nns appointed 
.Viuniul Husbandry U.vjici t to the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research from the 18th 
April, 1930. The sanction to the post has been extended up to the 17tli April, 1940. 


As htntcd under item 23 above Standing Committees of the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Rescmcli have been act up for Animal Nutrition Resenth, Cattle Breiding and Dairying. In 
addition ad hoc Committees consider all bchemea and rev ievv annunlly t ho reports of tho Discnbc 
Investigation Oflitirx, who are engaged, uiulei n scheme financed by the Council, in systematic 
investigation of stock disenses in nil major provinces and stab s affiliated to the Council. Special 
Committees have also been set up to deni with helminthology, slice]* and goat breeding and 
apiculture.

CHAPTER IX.— Diseases oi livestock and their control. 

26. All-India Contagious Diseases of Animals Act. ( Recommendation 14— paragraph 246.) 

A draft Bill and model rules thereunder were prepared and circulated to Provincial Govern- 
ments. The suggestions and amendments received were examined by a Special Committee 
and the Advisory Board of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research. The Rill and the 
model rules are now being re-examined in the light of the constitutional changes. 


27. Revision of the emoluments of Veterinary Advisers to Local Governments. (. Recommendations 

23 and 24 — paragraph 261.) 

In view of the diversity of opinion which^ existed on this question it was decided by the 
Government of India not to adopt a uniform rate of emoluments for veterinary advisers in the 
provinces. Provincial Governments were informed accordingly and told that they might, if 
they so desired, reconsider the question in the light of the recommendations of the Royal Com- 
mission. The emoluments of the posts_of Director, Veterinary Services, in the Punjab and in 
the Madras Presidency when held by^memhers^of the I. V. S. have been revised with the sano* 
tion of the Secretary of State. 


28. Higher Veterinary Training. [Recommendations 43 — 46— paragraph 258.) 

The recommendations for the institution at one of the existing veterinary colleges of a 
course of training for candidates for the provincial veterinary services was taken up in 1931, and 
generally speaking, accepted by all Provincial Governments. The majority of them however 
made it clear that thoy would be unable to proceed with the expansion of their provincial 
veterinary services while present financial conditions continued. For the same reason the 
Government of India also found themselves unable to proceed with this recommendation. It 
has been estimated that if the veterinary college at Lahore were selected for the purpose, the 
scheme would involve an immediate non-recurring expenditure of Rs. 1,325 and a recurring 
expenditure of Rs. 70,760, and an ultimate non-recurring expenditure of Rs. 86,825, and a 
recurring expenditure of Rs. 1,01,470, exclusive of tho cost of a dairy, which would probably 
he required as an adjunct to the college. The Government of India were unable to find these 
sums, even if they accepted them as a legitimate charge on central revenues, and ns Provincial 
Governments were evidently not in a position to do so, it was decided to defer further considera- 
tion of the proposals. 


A scheme for the establishment of a Central Veterinary College in India, capable of imparting 
education up to the highest standard (equivalent to that of the M. R. C. V. S.) in Veterinary 
Science, Animal Husbandry and allied subjeots, to Indian students, is under consideration. 


29. The Imperial Institute of Veterinary Research, Muktesar. (Recommendations 46 — 55 and 

59— paragraphs 262 — 264.) 

The Government of India accepted the view of the Commission that Muktesar was well 
suited for the prosecution of research into animal diseases and that a second Imperial Institute 
of Veterinary Research was not required. In view of the isolation of Muktesar the Royal Com- 
mission re'eommended that Government should take all reasonable measures to increase the 
amenities of life at that Btation. It has been decided that each case as it arises should be dealt 
with in the light of this recommendation. 
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CHAPTER IX. — Diseases ol livestock" and their control — contd. 

The Secretary of State was askecl to reoruit a Direotor of the Institute with the qualifications 
and experience on which stress was laid by the Royal Commission, but it was not found possible 
to recruit a suitable officer outside India and an experienced officer of the I. V. S. was appointed 
as Director. On the abolition of the post of Agricultural Adviser the administrative control of 
the Institute, as recommended bj r the Commission, passed to the Director of the Institute. 


A scheme was prepared for the reorganisation of research work at the Institute at Muktesar 
into three sections dealing with Pathology, Serology and Protozoology, each having two Class I 
officers, one to bo in charge of the section and the other to act as his deputy. The first 
two sections have been functioning for some time ■with the full complement of staff. The 
Protozoological Section came into being in 1936 when a Systematic Protozoologist (a Glass I 
officer) was appointed for a period of five years. The pay of this post is met by the I. C. of A. R. 
Tn 1937 a Protozoologist was appointed to hold charge of the Section and tho Class II post of 
Entomologist was converted into a Class I post and added to it. The Section has thus three 
Class I officers at present. 


Two new Sections of the Institute have also been established at Izatnagar — one for Animal 
Nutrition Research and the other for Poultry Research. The designation of the Imperial 
Veterinary Serum Institute, Izatnagar, has been changed to “ Biological Products Section of the 
Imperial Veterinary Research Institute, Muktesar”. 


The Director has been provided with a Personal Assistant to relieve him of routine adminis- 
trative and seorotarial work. 


The recommendation that an effort should be made to distinguish as fully ns possible 
between the expenditure on research and that on manufacturing operations was accepted, and 
tho system of cost accounts was introduced at the Imperial Veterinary Serum Institute (now 
called Biological Products Section), Izatnagar, from the 1st August, 1930. It was considered 
unnecessary to introduce this system at Muktesar since about 90 per cent, of tho total quantity 
of sera and vaccines produced was manufactured at Izatnagar and the policy was to concentrate 
all manufacture there. On the basis of tho cost of production for 1931-32 at the Izatnagar 
Institute the selling rates of most of the products were considerably reduced. 


30. Revival of the appointment of the Inspector-General, Civil Veterinary Department, or the crea- 
tion of a post of Veterinary Adviser to the Government of India. ( Recommendation 56 — 
paragraph 264.) 


The viow of the Royal Commission that neither of these posts was necessary has been 
accepted. Tho Vice-Chairman of the I. C. of A. R., acting with the Animal Husbandry Expert 
to the Council, advises the Government of India in veterinary matters. 


31. Standing Committee of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research to deal with Veterinary 
matters. (Recommendations 57-58 — paragraph 264.) 


On the recommendation of tho Animal Husbandry Wing of the Board of Agriculture and 
Animal Husbandry, standing committees have been appointed to deal with animal nutrition, 
cattle breeding and dairying, and special committees to co-ordinate helminthological research 
in India and deal -with tho reports of tho Disease Investigation Officers who are employed in 
provinces and states under a grant from tho Council. A special committee was also appointed 
to draft tho proposed all India Act for tho control of contagious diseases among live-stock in 
India. These Committees usually meet in conjunction with tho meetings of the Advisory 
Board. 


CHAPTER X.— Irrigation. 

32. Establishment of a Central Bureau of Information on Irrigation matters ( including matters 
arising out of Hydro-electric development). (Recommendations 19, 20, 25 and 37 — para- 
graphs 285, 288 and 295.) 

Tho Central Bureau of Information for Irrigation was established in 1931 to porform tho 
functions contemplated for it by tho Royal Commission on Agriculture. It was financed by 
tho Government of India during tho year 1931-32, and since then it has boon maintained from 
tho contributions of tho Central and Provincial Governments (except tho Control Provinces) 
and certain Indian States. It is now functioning as an independent body under tho direct 
control of tho Central Board of Irrigation, 
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CHAPTER X. — Irrigation — contd. 

The Bureau consists of a Secretary with a small office, including a library. The Bureau 
has no special powers ; it is the office of tho Central Board of Irrigation and a centre of infor- 
mation Like the Central Board of Irrigation, the Bureau is now a well established institution, 
and its usefulness is recognised by all the Provinces with important irrigation interests, 


33. Transfer of District Canals in the N.-IY.-F. P. to the charge of the Irrigation Department. 

( Recommendation 35 — paragraph 293.) 

The Chief Commissioner was consulted and his proposal that the technical control of the 
main District Canals should be transferred to the local irrigation Department but that the 
revenue control should remain with the revenue authorities was sanctioned as an experimental 
measure for a period of two years from 1st April, 1930. Towards the end of that year it was 
represented by the local Administration that this arrangement was unworkable and after further 
consideration of the matter orders were issued for the transfer, as an experimental measure 
up to the 31st March, 1933, of the complete management, both technical and revenue, of all 
oivil canals in the province to the Irrigation Department which was to function for this purpose 
in dose touch with the Deputy and Revenue Commissioners concerned. The IsT.-W. F. P. 
having become a Governor’s province in 1932 further action on the part of the Government of 
India beoame unnecessary, but it is understood that the Provincial Government have continued 
the arrangement under which the entire management of the civil oannls is carried on by the 
local Irrigation Department. 


34. Irrigation in Baluchistan. ( Recommendation 36 — paragraph 294 ) 

A temporary post of Superintending Engineer for Irrigation in Baluchistan has been sanc- 
tioned. Several works of importance to the Administration have been carried out. Owing, 
however, to the need for economy, it has not been possible to undertake new works of magnitude 
recently and the activities of the irrigation staff have been confined mainly to the management 
and maintenance of the existing canals. 


CHAPTER XI. — Communications and Marketing. 

35. Periodical revision of railway freight sales with a view to the adjustment of their incidence and 
removal of anomalies — Freight concessions for livestock and empties for fruit and milk. 
(Recommendations 15, 16, 18 and 47 — paragraphs 313, 315 and 345.) 

Railway rates are constantly under examination by Railway Administrations and adjust- 
ments are made from time to time to meet speoial cases as they arise. The Commission in this 
connection referred to two anomalies in railway freight charges as deserving of examination : — 

(а) sugar-cane mills not being classified under agricultural implements ; 

(б) charges for newly born calves being the same as for a full grown cow. 

As regards (a), this anomaly has since been removed by the revision of tho classification 
for agricultural implements ( vide remarks under item 10). 


As regards (6), calves not more than 3 feet 6 inohes high at the shoulder when accompanying 
parent animals in the same vehicle are carried free. 


Quarter parcel rates were introduced, with effeot from the 1st August, 1929, for the carriago 
of return empty milk cans and fruit oases by passenger train. 


The necessity for the rapid transport of livestock is recognised, but it has not been found 
practicable to carry by passenger train livestock hooked at goods rates. 


The question of making it compulsory for railways to unload cattle after travelling 200 
miles was examined by the Indian Railway Conference Association who were unable to recom 
mend its adoption as — 

(а) it would be difficult to work such n rulo 

(б) the arrangement would not be popular with owners . 

The Railway Board agreed with these views. 
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CHAPTER XL — Communications and Marketing— contd. 

30. Eradication of Water Hyacinth, ( Recommendation 23— paragraph 318.) 

The Imperial Council of Agricultural Research financed a research scheme by Professor 
Parijn of Cuttack which cleared up the question of reproduction of tlio water hyacinth. Water 
hyacinth is now being effectively controlled in Orissa ns a result of organised local action. 


The Bengal Water Hyacinth Act, 1930, also provides for the effective control of water 
hyacinth in Bengal. 


37. Post and Telegraph facilities. (Recommendation 23 — paragraph 319.) 

No use has been made of the collective guarantee system by any Provincial Government, 
Administration or private party and consequently no post or telegraph office was opened within 
British Indian territory under the system. 


37-A. Establishment of well regulated markets. (Recommendations 24 — 51 — paragraphs 320 

and 329—349.) 

The establishment of the office of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India was sanctioned in the Government of India (Imperial Council of Agricultural Research 
Department) resolution No. F.-10-M./34, dated the 10th January, 1935. As a result of the 
discussion at the Provincial Economic Conference in 1934, it was found that provinces were 
unable to finance provincial marketing staffs themselves. The Government of India made a 
grant to the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research of 10 lakhs for expenditure in the provinces 
in addition to providing the central marketing staff. Most provinces have supplemented the 
minimum staff of three Assistant Marketing Officers paid from the Council’s grant and each 
province has provided a Provincial Marketing Officer to control the local staff. 


The results of the surveys undertaken by the marketing staff in respect of several commo- 
dities revealed that if the grower was to receive better returns for his produoe it was essential 
that the question regarding the establishment of regulated markets should receive the early 
attention of Provincial Governments. The subject was accordingly discussed in detail at the 
Marketing Officers’ Conference held in Simla in September, 1937, and the conference agreed that 
the following recommendations should be forwarded to Provincial Governments and States : — 

1. That the Markets Acts, for the establishment of regulated markets in Central Provinces, 

Bombay, Madras and Hyderabad be commended to the notice of other Provincial 
Governments. 

2. That more rapid progress should ho made in establishing regulated markets under 

existing Markets Acts, whioh should he extended in all cases to cover all agricul- 
tural produce dealt with in a regulated market. 

3. To ensure more rapid progress, it is essential that a Government department should be 

directly responsible for taking the initiative in the establishment of such markets. 

4. That the local marketing staff should in this matter be closely associated with the 

department concerned. 

5. That in the course of the present survey of “ Markets and Fairs ” senior Marketing 

Officers in Provinces and States should investigate and report on particular points 
of detail which are susceptible of improvement in the running of regulated markets. 

Accordingly Provinces and States were addressed by the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research Department and the replies received indicated that steps were being taken for the 
establishment of regulated markets in respect of important commodities and attempts were 
being made for having suitable legislation for the purpose. 


38. Standardisation of weights and measures. (Recommendation 37 — paragraph 339.) 

The Royal Commission recommended that the Government of India should again under- 
take an investigation into the possibility of standardising weights and measures throughout 
India, and should lay down general principles to which prqvincial Governments should adhere 
so far as this is possible, -without undue intefferenpe with local trade cuetpiqs. 
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CHAPTER XI. — Communications and marketing— contd. 

When they made this recommendation, tho Royal Commission appear not to have boon 
aware that tho Govomment of India had made enquiries, at tho beginning of 1027, as to tho 
progress made bj r Provincial Governments in standardising weights and measures. Tho results 
of that enquiry show that progress in the diroction of standardising woiglits and measures has 
been more substantial than tho Royal Commission thought. Some of tho Provincial Govorn- 
monts havo already enooted legislation for tho standardisation of weights and moasuros, c.g., 
the Control Provinces, Coorg and Bombay, while most of tho other Provincial Governments 
havo taken executive action for tho standardisation of weights based on tho Railway Bystom. 


Under tho Govcmmont of India Act, 1925, Provincial Governments tiro now responsible for 
weights and moasuros, while tho Central Government is concerned only with tbo establishment 
of standards of weight. The question of undertaking legislation to define standards of weight 
is receiving tho oamest attention of tho Government of India. 


39. Grain Elevator System. ( Recommendation 40— paragraph 340.) 

The establishment of grain elovators was not recommended by tho Commission. This 
view lias boon accepted by tho Government of India. 


40. Investigations into the possibilities of Cold Storage to be carried out under the auspices of the 
Raihcay Board. (Recommendation. 48 — p/ira graph 310.) 

Investigations aro being mado by tho Imperial Council of Agricultural Research in regard to 
tho question of fruit preservation and transport especially for tho overseas market. Tho possi- 
bility of exporting mangoes in good condition to England was demonstrated by experimental 
Bliipments in 1932 and 1933. Tho fruit storage scheme which is in progress ot Poona is providing 
technical data regarding the optimum conditions of temperature and humidity for tho com- 
mercial storngo of Indian mnngocs and oranges, tho commercial storago life of dilforont varieties 
and tho correct stage of picking and tho suitability of various important varieties for transport 
and storngo. 


A bi-wcokly refrigornted transport service for tho carriage of provisions and Btorcs from 
cold storngo depots in Calcutta has been arranged from Howrah to servo stations up to Delhi, 
but tho traffic offering is small nnd only in ono direction, and it has shown no tendenoy to 
iucrenso. Although repeated endeavours linvo been mado to find a uso for tho vans on tho 
run from Dolhi to Howrah lUoy linvo boon unsuccessful. 


Towards tbo end of 1937 a firm put into commission a mechanically refrigerated cold 
storngo van, providing different compartments with varying degrees of cold for tho enrringo of 
a variety of perishable products. This van lias up to tho pre»ont moment been used chiefly for 
the carriage of sei fish from Karachi to Delhi, Cawnporo and Ilowrah and tho consignments aro 
reaching their destinations in an excel lent condition. 


Permission for sueli vans being owned by privato individuals 1ms been granted subject to 
tlie Railway Administration having the right to nequiro them after ten years, if such acquisition 
is considered nocessary or dos> r bio. 


41. Expert assistance in Agriculture and Co-operation to the Indian Trade Commissioner in London 
and the Director General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta. ( Recommenda- 
tion SI — paragraph 349.) 

Tho Royal Commission suggested that nn officer with experience of agriculture and co- 
operation in India should bo attached to tlio staff of the Indinn Trnde Commissioner in London 
and to that of the Director General of Commercial Intelligence in Culcutln. 


Tho recommendation regarding oxport assistance for tlio Indian Trade Commissioner in 
London lioB boon accepted in principle, but on ing to financial stringency the question of 
appointing an officer lias boon held in aboynneo, 


_As regards similar assistance for tbo Director General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, it is thought that lie is already in a position to get all the expert nd%*ico lio wants from 
tho provincial Directors of Agriculture and tho exporters at the Indinn ports. 
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CHAPTER XX. — Communications and Marketing — cotusld. 

42. Appointment of Trade Commissioners in other countries. (. Recommendation 52 — paragraph 

349.) 


A schomo for tbo appointment of six Indian Trado Commissioners, one each at Hamburg, 
Milan, New York, Alexandria, Durban and Mombasa, has been sanctioned with the approval 
of the Secretary of State. In pursuance of this schomo the offices of tho Trado Commissioners as 
Hamburg and Milan were opened on tho 1st March, 1931, and 1st February, 1935, respectively. 
Officers for tho Mombasa and Now York posts havo also been selected and they are expected to 
open their offices in tho beginning and middle of 1038 respectively. The question of appointing 
an Indian Trado Commissioner at Alexandria is now being actively pursued. An Indian Trade 
Commissioner has also been appointed to Japan and ho opened his office in Osaka on the 8th 
April, 1937. This appointment is outsido tho scheme mentioned above. 


CHAPTER XU. — The Finance of Agriculture. 

43. lievciio of position of money lenders. (Recommendation 23 — paragraph 368.) 

The recommendation of tho Royal Commission that tho position of tho money-lenders 
should bo reviewed periodically by the Income-tax Department has been accepted and a review 
of tho position is now included annually in tho All India Income-tax Report and Returns pub- 
lished by tho Central Board of Kovonuo. 


CHAPTER XI Li. — Co-operation. 

44. Co-operative movement in Minor Administrations. (Recommendation 15— paragraph 378.) 

Tho Royal Commission held that tlioro was justification for a larger contribution from 
Government funds to tho expanses of tho co-opemtivo movement in backward trnots, such 
as somo of tho minor administrations. As a result sanction was given to certain additional 
staff in tho N.-AV. F. P. (which was then a minor administration). In Delhi four Sub-Inspootors 
liavo been added to tho staff of tho Co-operative Department. In Ajmcr-Mcrwnra tho grant- 
in-aid to the Co-operative Sociotios Salary Fund Bunctionod in 1927 for a period of five years 
was continued for a further period of livo years though, owing to financial stringency, tho amount 
had to bo reduced from Rs. 7,000 to Rs. 5,000 per annum. From 1930-37 tho grant has been 
raised to Rs. 8,000 per annum for a period of five years. Out of rupees ono crore sot aside in 
tho Control budget for 1935-30 for rural development a sum of Rs. 15 lakhs was earmarked for 
cooperative training and education and out of tin's sum Coorg and Dolhi liavo been allotted 
Rs. 20,000 and Rs. 0,000 respectively. Tho allotment to Ajmor-Morwnra was Rs. 11,160. 


A loan of Rs. 1J lakhs has boon sanctioned to tho Bowar Control Co-operative Bank, Ltd., 
Ajmor-Morwara, to onablo it to tido over its financial diflioultios. Tho provision of additional 
Btaff for tho Co-oporativo Department in Ajinor-Morwara is under consideration. 

45. All-India enquiry into the co-operative movement. (Recommendation 39— paragraph 389.) 

Tho yiow taken by tho Royal Commission that an all-India enquiry into tho progress of tho 
oo-oporativo movement was not nocossary was accepted by tho Govommont of Indin. 


CHAPTER XIV.— Tho Village. 


40. Production of quinine and control of its distribution. (Recommendations 10 and 11 para- 

graphs 411 and, 412.) 

of Madras and Bengal wore asked for their viows on tho rcoommondntion 
of the Royal Commission that the development of oinohonn cultivation, tho manufacture of 

m^rar^nnn a l MTt Utr r < * istr . ibl j t j? n 60 far na prico within India was concerned should bo 
made a responsibility of tho Central Government, nnrl to stato tho terms on which thov would 

bo prepared to transfer their plantations and factories to tho Government of India if it wore 
deoidcd to givo offoot to tho Royal Commission’s recommendation. Tho Government of Madras 
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Were willing to transfer thoir plantations and fnotory to tho Government of India but tho Gov- 
ernment of Bongal wore not in favour of tho proposal as they did not consider that tho mero 
centralisation of tho provincial Cinchona Departments would solve tho problora of fighting 
malaria on a largo soalo. Apart from this objection to tho proposal, it was not possiblo in 1931 
for tho Government of Indin, in tho state of financial stringency which then prevailed, to find 
the monoy for tlio purchase of tho cinchona plantations and factories in Bengal and Madras 
Moreover it was tlion anticipated that tho now constitution would deprivo tho Government of 
India of thoir power under tho Devolution ltutos to control tho production, supply and distri- 
bution of quinino. It was therefore decided to tnko no notion lor tho time being on tlio re- 
commendation, Tho recommendation for tlio establishment of a rosenrch institute for tho 
investigation of cultural difficulties mat with in tho growing of cinchona was also dropped as it 
was considered tlmt tho only hope of sueh investigation being undertaken lay in tho formation of 
d strong Imperial Dopnrtinont. 


Tho now constitution has, ns anticipated, deprived tho Go\ eminent of India of their power 
of control over tho production, supply and distribution of quinine and the Control Govern- 
ment’s plantations in Burma have, on tlio separation of that Province from India, boon trans- 
ferred to tlio now Government of Burma. 


At the instanco of the Government of Judin tlio 1. C of A R. have undertaken an inquiry 
into : — 


(1) tho areas suitable for cinchona cultivation in India ; mid 

(2) tho cost of production in those areas. 

Tho results of tho inquiry, it is expected, will throw considerable light on tho possibility of in- 
creased quinino production in Indin. 

The Control Board of Health, at its inaugural mooting held in Juno, 1937, recommended that 
in the interests of India ns n whole tlio Government of Judin should rosumo their control over 
the production and supply of quinine. Consideration of this recommendation has been post- 
poned pending tlio receipt of the report on tho inquin referred to above. 


47. Medical Aid. ( llccotmmndation 12 — 'parnyrrijih 113.) 

Proposals for establishing an enlarged Central Medical Rcsrareh Institute liavo been con- 
sidered, but for financial reasons the question 1ms been held in nboynneo. Iii tho mennthno 
certain additions and alterations to the present Central Rcsentcli Institute at Knsnuli hnvo bceh 
carried out to improvo working conditions nml to de\ elop a section of Modical Entomology. 

Attention has been directed to improvement of general ruinl health. An nllottmont of 
45,000 lbs. of quinine to tlio Provinces w as made in 1933 for free distribution. A croro of Tupces 
lias also boon allotted to provinces for rural reconstruction work. 

Tho need for periodical consultation in the framing of common policies and for tho itator- 
clmiigo of information in the domain of Public Health, has been recognised, and to fulfil this need 
a Central Advisory Bortrd of Health was established in 1937, with the following functions : — 

(а) To Aet as a Central Information Bureau on all public health matters a Hoc ting 

India and as a clearing bouso for such information ; 

(б) To advise on any matter referred to it by tho Control or Provincial Govornuionts ; 

and 

(c) To mnko suggestions to Government on any matters affecting public health in India to 
which tho Board considers that Government’s attention should bo drawn. 


At its inaugural meeting in Juno 1937 three major ituins concerning tho health of tho peoplo 
wore discussed and suitable resolutions passed. Tlio items wore : — 

(i) Quinino supplies in India ; 

(ii) Uho organisation of Provincial Public HcaRh Departments ; and 

(iii) Nutrition survoys. 
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CHAPTER XIV. — The Village — aondd. 

The problem of food adulteration in India with speoial reference to the legislation and 
standards in force in the provinces, is being investigated by an ad hoc Committee appointed by 
the Board. 


In co-operation with the Rockefeller Foundation a Health Unit was established in the Delhi 
Province in 1937 with its centre at Najafgarh. The cost of the Unit is defrayed partly by the 
Foundation and partly by the Central Government . The Rockefeller Foundation has already 
co-operated with the Governments of Madras and tho United Provinces in tho establishment of 
similar health units. 

48. Human Nutrition. ( Recommendations 13, 15 — 17 and 19 — ■paragraphs 414 and 417.) 

Recommendations 13 and 15 to 16. — The problem of human nutrition continues to receive 
the close attention of the Government of India. In May, 1930, a Nutrition Advisory Committee 
was sot up by the Indian Research Fund Association, whioh is a non-official organisation main- 
tained mainly by grants from tho Central Government. The Central Board of Health has also 
interested itself in problems of nutrition and passed many important resolutions, mostly con- 
cerning tho Provinces, at its inaugural meeting. 

In addition to tho appointment of a nominee of tho Indian Research Fund Association on 
tho Advisory Board of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, tho Council have reserved 
a seat for this nominee on tho Animal Health and Husbandry Wing of the Board of Agriculture 
in India. On tho recommendation of the Nutrition Advisory Committee, tho I. R. F. A. have 
appointed a Liaison Officer at tho Imperial Agricultural Research Institute, Now Delhi, who 
would provide a link between agricultural research and research on human nutrition. 

On tho recommendation of tlio Nutrition Advisory Committee three young medioal men 
have been trained as nutrition field worlcers and they have started their work. 


Recommendation 17. — Proposals for the establishment of a Central Mfedical Research Insti- 
tute, in which a Nutrition Section was proposed to bo included, have been considered, but have 
had to bo held in aboyanco for financial reasons. Problems of human nutrition are however 
being investigated at tlio Nutrition Research Laboratory at Coonoor, Nilgiris, under tho auBpices 
of the Indian Research Fund Association. Valuable data have been collected from investiga- 
tions in that laboratory on Deficiency disenscs, Vitnmin standards. Analysis of foodstuffs. Animal 
experiments, Tissue Culture, etc. By an extension of the field activities of the laboratories 
nnthropometrio data, bearing on nutrition, education and propaganda have also been collected. 
Through tho agency of tho Nutrition Advisory Committco there has been held at Coohoor a three 
months’ course in human nutrition designed to equip health officers selected by the* 
Central and Provincial Governments with a more intimate knowledge of tho practical side 
of nutrition work. Officers from seven Provinces and one Indian State attended the course. 

The importanoo of propaganda work "with regard to nutrition is being energetically 
pursued. Tlio Government of India have issued a * Health Bulletin ’ prepared by Dr. Aykroyd, 
Director of the Coonoor Institute, whioh gives tho results of his more recent work in connection 
with the analysis of 200 common Indian foodstuffs. Notes on flic value of skimmed milk and 
on other points have also been issued from time to time by tho Director of tho Coonoor labora- 
tory. A sot of educational pastors is being prepared. 


The Director, Nutrition Research, Coonoor, 1ms also carried out diet surveys in tho Nilgiris, 
Mysore, Travancorc, Kashmir and Assam, anti surveys in several other parts of tho country aro 
in progress. In each oaso tho stato of nutrition of the population whoso diot is investigated has 
been Btudied by various methods. 


A section of Bio-Chemistry and Nutrition has also boon oponed at tho All-India Institute 
of Hygiene and Public Health at Calcutta where several aspects of the probiom aro being 
tackled in co-ordination with tlio Coonoor Laboratory. 


Recommendation 19. — The Director of tho Nutrition Research Laboratory, Coonoor, and tho 
Professor of Nutrition and Biochemistry, Calcutta, nro in dose touch with research workers in 
other parts of tlio world. 


CHAPTER XV. — Education. 

49. Post-graduate training in agricultural science. ( Recommendations 42 and 43— paragraph 480.) 
Please sec tho remarks under itom 3, 
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CHAPTER XV. — Education— contd. 


50. Educational Conferences. ( Recommendation 47 — •paragraph 4S3.) 

In order to ensure a closer interchange of opinion and experience in educational matters 
throughout India, a Central Advisory Bonid of Education Iibb been established -with the follow- 
ing functions and constitution : — 


(i) Functions : 

(а) To advise on any educational question which may be referred to it by the Govern- 

ment of India or by any Provincial Government. 

(б) To call for information and advice regarding educational developments of special 

interest or value to India ; to examine this information and circulate it with 
recommendations to the Government of India and to Provincial Governments. 


(it) Constitution : 

(<i) Tlio Honourable Member in ohnrgc of tho Department of Education, Health and 
Lands (Chnirman). On occasions when he is unable to preside over a meeting 
of the Bonid, he will have tho right to nppoint a deputy. 

(6) The Educational Commissioner with the Government of India. 

(c) Ton nominees of the Government of India, of whom ono at least shall bo a woman. 

(d) One member of tho Council of State elected by the Council of State. 

(e) Tuo members of tho Legislative Assembly elected by tho Legislative Assombly. 

(/) Three members of tho Inter-University Board, Inclin, nominated by tho Inter- 
University Board of India. 

(g) A representative of each Provincial Government, who shall lie either the Minister 
in chnrgo of Education (or his deputy) or tho Director of Public Instruction 
(or his deputy). 


Tho term of office of the non-oflieinl members lins been fixed for three years, while the 
official members are to continue until they arc replaced by others. There is a Secretary to tho 
Board, w ho is appointed by tho Government of India. It will thus be seen that the Board nffords 
an opportunity for the exohange of opinions relating to all provinces in India. 


Tho first meeting of tho Board was held in December, 1035, at which a number of important 
resolutions dealing with educational re const met ion and unemployment in India were passed. 
Tho Board considered that expert advice would bo of value in organising this scheme. In 
consultation with Provincial Governments and Local Administrations, the Government of India 
accordingly invited two educational experts, Mr. A. Abbott, C.B.E., formerly His Majesty’s 
Chief Inspector of Technical Schools, Board of Education, London, nnd Mr. S. H. Wood, M. C., 
Director of Intelligence, Board of Education, London, to investigate nnd ndviso in the matter. 
Their report entitled " Vocational Education in India with a section on General Education and 
Administration ” was published in July 1937. Copies of it have been forwarded to Provincial 
Governments for consideration. 


At its first mooting tho Board also appointed Standing Committees on Women’s Education 
Secondary Education, Vernacular Education nnd Vocational nnd Professional Education to 
which are co-opted, when dcsirablo, exports from nil parts of Indin. 


Tho Women’s Education Committco have already mado certain recommendations regarding 
primary education of girls. Tlicso aio being implemented by tho Provincial Governments. 


Primary Education, in general, has been under tho active consideration of the Central 
Board since its second annual meeting in December, 193C. 
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CHAPTER XV. — Education — contdd. 

As a result of a recommendation of the Board, the Bureau of Education has also been re- 
vived under the control of tho Educational Commissioner •with the Government of India to deal 
specifically with the collection and dissemination of literature relating to educational problems 
in the various provinces in India. 


CHAPTER XVI.— Rural Industries and Labour. 


61. Indian Lac Association (Recommendation 8 — paragraph 499.) 

The suggestion made by the Indian Lao Association for Research that the Government 
of India should introduce fresh legislation for a continuance of the Lao cess and for the consti- 
tution of a statutory committee for tho control of the Research Institute and the Lac Cess Ronds 
was accepted by tho Government of India and the Indian Lao Cess Committee established by 
the Indian Lac Cess Act, 1030, whioh was brought into force on the 1st August, 1031. The act 
has recently beon amended to enablo tho constitution of tho Committee to be modified. 


62. Internal Migration. ( Recommendation 21 — paragraph 608.) 

The Tea Districts Emigrant Labour Act (XXII of 1032), which was enforced on 1st October, 
1933, has withdrawn from Provincial Governments tho power of prohibiting emigration to the 
tea-gardens in Assam. Restrictions on recruitment still exist, but have beon reduced to a 
minimum and are subject to revision. 


63. Emigration. (Recommendations 23 and 24 — paragraph 610.) 

It has been decided that no further notion on these recommendations is called for at present. 


CHAPTER XVII. — Horticulture and Plantations. 


63-A. Development of the fruit and vegetable industries. (Recommendations 3 — 15— -paragraphs 

615 — 519.) 

Recommendations 3 — 5 — Difficulties in regard to the transport of fruit and absence of suitable 
marketing arrangements. — During tho course of cortain fruit marketing survoys, tho question 
regarding tho uso of improved containers for different fruits was also studied and experiments 
are being conducted at different stations. The introduction as far ns possible of adjustable 
shelves in railway wagons for tho transport of fruits and of general reduction in freight charges 
on all fresh fruits in India received attention. Pacts and figures showing how improved 
sorvice would help tho trado aro being collected with a view to approaching tho authorities 
concerned. 


Recommendation 6. — Possibilities of developing an export trade. — Tho Imporial Council of 
Agricultural Research financed experimental shipments of Bombay (alphonso) mangoes to 
London in 1932 and 1933. Tho experiments were technically successful and a small profit 
was made in 1932. In 1933, a Iosb was incurred mainly duo to the premature operations of 
a Bombay commercial firm which flooded tho mqrkot with mangoes and itself incurred Bovcro 
loss. At present thoro iB no regular cold storage accommodation for fruit in steamors sailing 
from Bombay and this militates against tho development of an export trado. This question 
will bo taken up again as soon ns tho storage experiments in progress at Poona lmvo provided 
definite information regarding optimum lompcraturo and humidity conditions, tho advantages, 
if any, of gas storage for mangoes, and other loolmionl dotails. (Please see also romnrks under 
item 40). 


Tho Imporial Council of Agricultural Rcsoaroli has now arranged experiments on tho gas 
storage of fruits and an officer lias beon trained recently at tho Low Temperature Research 
Station, Cambridge, and on the Continent.

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CHAPTER XVH. — Horticulture and Plantations — contd. 1 

Recommendations 7, 8, 10, 11 and 13. Development of Fruit and Vegetable industries, 
establishment of regulated markets and provision of cold storage, etc . — These matters are being 
dealt with in the marketing survey referred to above. Very marked interest in fruit-growing 
has developed during the last few years and the areas under fruit cultivation in some provinces, 
especially the Punjab, have increased. This inorease is due partly to a desiro to find more 
profitable crops in view of the fall in prices of staple commodities. The increasing imports 
of fruit from abroad indicate that an inorease in fruit consumption is taking place in the Presi- 
dency towns and that the market is expanding. 


Fruit marketing surveys have been completed and the reports are under compilation. 
The Report on the Marketing of Grapes in India is expected to be issued Bliortly and others 
will follow. These reports will set out ns dearly as possible the present system of marketing 
and will suggest ways and means of improvement therein. 


Several grading stations for different fruits wore established in various parts of the country 
during the season. The results of these experiments are given in dotail in tlio different reports 
issued by the Agricultural Marketing Advisor from time to time. Frnit Development Boards 
Associations, oto., have also been constituted by certain provinces. 


The results of a short investigation mado in Delhi Proyinco to study the existing methods 
of storage and transport of perishable agricultural produce are contained in a roport on tlio 
subject issued by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser in October 1037. In this report seasonal 
supplies and prices are examined with a view to showing the economic possibilities of applying 
improved methods of cold storage on a moro extenfeivo scale. 


In Dccomber 1935 tlio co-oporation of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Resoarcli was 
enlisted in the organisation of research into the hot methods of refrigeration — both in store and * 
in transport. For this purpose the Government of India undertook to provide the Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Research with funds up to one lnkh of rupees. An Inter-Depart- 
mental Standing Committee was sot up to effect liaison and co-operation in the development of 
Cold Storage. 


Out of the funds provided to tlio Council on this account, n small grant was made to tlio 
Government of the Punjab for experiments conducted at Lyallpur on tlio preservation of certain 
fruits. Experiments with refrigerated railway vans wore started by the Railway Board in 
co-operation with the Defence Dcpaitmcnt, the programme being decided by tlio Inter- 
Depnitmontal Committee already icforrcd to and the necessary funds being mado available from 
the special grant made by the Government of India. The experiments have reached a stage 
when ono van has been completed, has undergone part of its trials and will be put through a 
complete set of commeicial trials. 


Recommendations 9, 12 and 15. Selection and classification of suitable root stocks and en- 
couragement to nurseries for orchatd stock and the pioduction of vegetable seeds . — In mow of tlio 
increasing interest m fruit growing llio Imperial Council of Agricultural Research has made 
grants for fruit research schemes in 10 Provinces and 2 Indian States. These grants nre all 
for work on approved co-ordinated programmes which include, inter alia, tlio testing of both 
stocks and scions. East Mailing and Morton and apple-stocks are under test at the United 
Provinces hill fruit research station, a collection of indigenous citrus and other stocks has been 
made and is under study at Lyallpur (Punjab). A study is being mode of the indigenous 
species of citrus in Assam, while mango stocks are being studied at Poona and Sabonr (Bihar). 


Recommendation No. 14 — Record by Marketing Officers of information regarding fruit and 
vegetable products . — Reports containing a complete record of the marketing conditions in 
respect ot grapes, bananas, apples, oranges, mangoes, etc., hove been received from several 
Provinces and States and are being summarised for tlio compilation of All-India Reports. 


64. Representation of Planting Community on the Council of Agricultural Research ( Recom- 
mendation 17 — paragraph 521.) 

Tbe Indian Tea Association and the Unitod Planters’ Association of Southern India are 
represented jointly on the Advisory Board of tho Imperial Council of Agiioultural Research, 



CHAPTER XVUI. — Statistics. 


65. lmvromnc.nl of Statistics. (Recommendations 1, 2, 4, 7, 8, 16 — 19, 21, 22 and 24-25 — -para* 
' graphs 525 and 530 — 534.) 

Recommendations 1, 2 and 7. Earlier publication and improvement of the “ Agrictdlural 
Statistics of India ”. — Those recommendations wore accepted and sanction was given to tlie 
additional staff required in the offico of the Direotor Gonoral, Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, to cope with tlio additional work involved. * 


Recommendation 4. Crop forecasts. — The Government of India havo agreed to revive the 
pracLico of issuing forecasts in loaflot fonn and the necessary instructions havo been issued. 
As regards tho translation of forecasts into tlio vernaculars it has boon decided that the Director 
General, Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, should supply copies of tho All-India fore- 
casts in leailot form to Provincial Governments, oto., who mil, at their discretion, publish 
vernacular translations or arrange for publicity through tho medium of tho vernacular press. 


Recommendation 8. Distinctions in reports on education between urban and rural areas 
and adoption of a tmiform classification of schools. — Instructions havo been issued for tho collec- 
tion of separate figures for rural and urban areas. Tho question of securing some measure of 
uniformity in tho classification of schools in British India was referred to Provincial Govern- 
ments hut on account of diversity of opinion among them it was decided to place it before 
tho Central Advisory Board of Education in India, when revived. Tho question of tho classi- 
fication of schools was accordingly brought to tho notico of tho Board at its first meeting held 
in 1935. But, in view of tho fact that a wido sohomo of educational reconstruction was under 
consideration in certain provinces in India, it was considered premature for tho Board to pass 
a resolution 'on this complicated problem. The Board, however, passed an important resolu- 
tion, on tho gonoral question of sohool reconstruction which wa3 forwarded to Provincial 
Governments for consideration. Tho question of tho uniform classification of schools in India 
was again referred to tho Board at its second meeting hold in 1936. Tho Board hold that at 
present a uniform classification was not possiblo or ovon dosirahlo as any reorganisation as a 
result of its resolution referred to above might involvo fundamental changes. 


Recommendation 16. Statistics of tea production. — Tho Government of India will give 
careful consideration to any request from tho tea trade for tho introduction of legislation with 
a viow to improvo tho statistics of tea production. * 


Recommendation 17. Statistics of Ooffec. — Tlio main ground for this recommendation 
was the incompleteness of tho statistics of coffee in that tlioy did not iucludo figures relating to 
plantations of less than ton acres each. After consultation with tho Government of Madras 
(who wore also asked to obtain tho views of tho United Planters’ Association of South India), 
tho Chief Commissioner, Coorg, and tho Resident in Mysore, instructions were issued that a 
start should bo made by collecting statistics for plantations botwcon five and ton acres but that 
thcso should bo shown in tho returns soparatoly from tho statistics for plantations of ton noras 
and over. 


(Recommendations 18-19. 

Tho Indian Central Julo Committee, whioh was constituted in 1936, is attempting, as a 
first stop, to improvo tho acoumoy of tho juto crop forecast by tho application of modom statisti- 
cal methods. In 1937 tho Committoo carried out, in co-operation with tho Government of 
Bengal, tho first serios of oxporimonts on a census and a random sampling of tho juto orop 
sown in two thanas. It is intended to link iliis work with tho cultivators by utilising services 
of primary enumerators under union boards. 


Tho Committeo also- received from tlio Indian Julo Mills Association comploto monthly 
figures of production, manufactures and stocks nl tho end of each month during 1937. Purthor 
oxporimonts and measures are under consideration. 


Recommendation 21. Statistics of Inland Trade. — A schoiuo for tho compilation of Inland 
Trado (Rail and Rivor-borno) Statistics whioh wns drawn up in 1931, but had to ho hold in 
ahoyanco owing to financial .stringency, was put into operation with o fleet from 1st April, 
1933. _ A oommitteo , consisting of certain oOioinis with tho Director Gonoral, Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics, ns Chairman wns appointed in May, 1937, to considor tlio question 
of amplification of tho Accounts relating to the Inland Trado of India. Thoir report is 
awaited. 
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CHAPTER XVHI. — Statistics— conW. 


Recommendation 22. Collection of Statistics of the tiade on the main wads crossing the 
frontiers of India . — The Government of India neie unable to accoptthe recommendation. 


Bccommendalion 24. Holding of the quinquennial census of livestock simultaneously through- 
out India . — -This recommendation was accepted and the necessary instructions ■were issued to 
Provincial Governments, etc. 


Recommendation 25. — Uniformity of classification in the cattle census. — The question of 
uniformity of classification was considered in February, 1933, by tho Animal Husbandry Wing 
of the Bonrd of Agriculture which appointed a sub-committee to go into details. The re- 
commendations of this Committee, which woic appioved by tho Advisory Board of tho I. 0. 
A. R., were referred to Provincial Governments, etc., and after consideration of thoir replies 
headb wore prescribed under which returns should bo made, and Provincial Governments were 
asked to adopt this classification for the quinquennial census held in January, 1935. 


On the recommendation of tho I. C. A. R. it has been decided to revise tho tables attach- 
ed to the Annual Reports of the Civil Veterinary Departments in India with a view to achieve 
uniformity in their compilation. 


Miscellaneous . — In the fourth sub-paragraph under paragraph- 525 of their report, tho 
Royal Commission recommended that indigo statistics should bo omitted fiom tho volume of 
“ Estimates of Area and yield ” as this crop could no longer bo regarded as one of tho principal 
crops of India. This recommendation was accepted and instructions were issued for the dis- 
continuance of tlio indigo forecasts, but it was decided that tho estimates of area and yield of 
this crop should he included in Supplementary Table No. 18 of the “ Area und Yield ” volume. 


6G. Application of mathematics to agricultural research. ( Recommendation 32— paragraph 638.) 


DF. B. A. Keen, late Director of tho Imperial Agricultural Research Institute,' who wa3 
asked for his views, recommended the abolition of tho post of Agronomist whioh already exist- 
ed on the staff of the Institute, and tho creation in its place of a class II post of Statistician 
with high qualifications in mathematics whose main duty would bo to apply statistical mothods 
to field experiments. The proposal was accepted and a Statistician was appointed in 1933. 


57. Constitution of a separate Department of Statistics. (Recommendations 34-35— paragraph 

539.) 


Tho Royal Commission rocomraondod that tho present statistical organisation of the 
Government of India should bo strengthened by tho appointment of a statistician of first rate 
nbility as head of a separate Department of Statistics. They hold that the appointment of 
this officer should precede any changes in tho present arrangements for statistical work hut 
expressed tho hope that, as a result of tho appointraont, a Bureau of Statistical Information 
would he created with tho administration of whioh leading economists, scientists and business 
men would bo closely assooiatod. 


Certain schemes for tho expansion mid improvement of oconomie statistics have been givon 
effect to. It w as also decided in connection with tho question of the development of an economic 
organisation at tho headquarters of tho Government of India to open a new branch of tho 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics Department at lioadquarters to carry out more specialised 
statistical investigations leaving routine work to be performed as hitherto at Calcutta. A 
Statistical Research Branoli was accordingly established at hoadqunrters in July, 1933, on a 
temporary basis and tho present sanction lasts up to tho end of February, 1938. An Economic 
Adviser to tho Government of India is also to bo appointed shortly in pursuance of tho sohomo 
for tho establishment of an Economio Intelligence Organisation at headquarters. 


68. International Institute of Agriculture, Rome. (Recommendation 30— paragraph 540.) 

Full use is made of tho statistics compiled by tho International Institute of Agriculture, 
Rome. India took part in the world census of agricultural production, 1931, to such extent 
as her existing system of statistics permitted.

India continues to adheic to the International Institute of Agriculture, Rome, and is 
represented on the Premanent Committee of the Institute, which now meets quarterly at Rome, 
by the High Commissioner for India, London, 


CHAPTER XIX.— Agricultural Services. 

i 

69. Placing of officers of (he Indian Agricultural service and of the Superior Provincial Agricultural 
services on an age for age equality with officers of other services of similar standing. {Recom- 
mendation 10 — paragiaph OSS.) 


The Royal Commission suggested that officers of the I. A. S. and future cias3 I officers of 
tho Provincial Agricultural Services should be placed as far as possiblo on an age for ago equality 
of pay with services of a like standing, suoh ns tho Educational and Forest Services. A request 
to this effect made by I. A. S. had been turned down in 1922 and again in 1926. The question 
was however re-examined by the Government of India with reference to the I. A. S. but they 
did not consider that there was sufficient justification for re-opening it, since, ns the result of 
the recommendations of tho Public Services (Lee) Commission, this Service would gradually 
disappear. In so far ns tho Provincial Agricultural Services were concerned it rested with the 
Provincial Governments to decide whet her the recommendation Of tho Royal Commission should 
bo accepted. 


CO. Relations of Research Workers in India with Research IForfcera abroad. {Recommendation 

23 — paragraphs 558-559.) 

The question was discussed at a meeting of the Advisory Board of tho Imperial Council 
of Agricultural Research in Juno 1930. It was resolved that while workers from abroad would 
he welcomed in institutions in India, on duo notice being given of their intended visit, it would 
not ordinarily bo possible to nrrango for exchange of workers from India, owing to tho paucity 
of staff. Tho wliolo-timo officers of the Imperial Counoil of Agricultural Research are en- 
couraged to pay visits to the Imperial Bureaux in Hid United Kingdom while on leave or depu- 
tation. The Vice-Chairman of tho Counoil visited several stations in the United Kingdom 
and in tho Near East in 1930 and also in 1930 and 1937. The Expert Advisers visited tho 
various bureaux in 1931, 1932, 1934. and 1937 as opportunity arose. 


01. Central Agricultural Service. {Recommendations 32 — 45 — paragraphs 563 — 566.) 

Recommendation 32. Constitution of the Staff of the Pvsa Institute and its substations into 
a Central Agricultural Research Service . — In accordance with the general principles decided upon 
for tho classification of services undor tho Gvil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) 
Rules, tho posts at tho Imperial Agricultural Research Institute and its sub-Btations, other 
than those which are borne on tho cadre of tho I. A. S., have been included in General Central 
Service, Class I. 


Recommendations 33 and 35 — 38. Composition and recruitment of the staff at Pusa . — In 
1932 the Sugarcane Expert at Coimbatore and tho Imperial Dairy Export* woro givon the 
status of Heads of Scotions. In tho ease of Hoads of sections recruitment is mado by simul- 
taneous advertisement in Lidia (through tho Federal Public Sorvico Commission) and’ in tho 
United Kingdom (through tho High Commissioner for India). For other Class I posts recruit- 
ment is restricted in the first instance to India, and, if a suitable candidate is not availnblo 
in India, recourse is had to rcoruitmont in tho United Kingdom. Officers already in Government 
sorvico, including I. A. S. officors, whothor omployed undor tho Central Government or Provincial 
Governments, arc oligiblo to apply . Appointments to pormanont posts are mado on n permanent 
basis.

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CHAPTER XIX — Agricultural Services —cordd. 


Recommendation 34. Strengthening of the staff of class I officers.— The question of re-organis- 
ing the Imperial Institute of Agricultural Research was held over until the arrival of Dr. B. A. 
Keen, of the Bothamsted Experimental Station, who was selected by the Secretary of State as' 
Director of the Institute. The proposals submitted by Dr. Keen for additional expenditure 
could not be carried out owing to the financial stringency which then prevailed. On the contrary 
some reductions had to be made in the staff.. Subsequently, owing to the earthquake of 1934 
and the consequent decision to shift the Institute to New Delhi, it was not considered feasible 
to create now posts till the Institute was established on its new’ site. The transfer of the In- 
stitute to New Delhi has since been completed and a sohomo for the expansion of it 3 activities 
is under consideration. 


Recommendation 39. Pay of the Director. — Please seo the remarks against item 2. Dr. B. A. 
Keen who was engaged temporarily on contract was given a pay of Bs. 2,600 p. m. pins overseas 
pay of £13 6s. 8d. The present pay of the Director is Bs. 2,000 — 50 — 2,250 plus, if of non- 
Asiatic domicile, overseas pay £13 Cs. 8 d. 


Recommendations 40 and 41. Pay of Heads of Sections and Glass I posts. — In the oourse of 
the general revision of the scales of pay oftho services the pay of General Central Service, Clas 3 
I, posts at the Pusa Institute and its sub-stations lias been fixed, for now entrants, at Rb. 275 — 300 
(probationary period) — 325 — 25 — 650 (E. B.) — 35 — 1,000 plus special pay of Bs. 150 for Heads 
of Sections. Officers of the Indian Agricultural Seri ice appointed to posts in the Institute 
draw' pay at the rates of pay of that Service. The initial pay of the selected candidate is fixed 
at the discretion of Government at a point in tho scale in accordance with his qualifications, 
experience and age, and if ho is already in pormanont government sorvico the substantive pay 
drawn by him at tho date of his appointment is taken into consideration. 


Recommendation 42. Employment of class 1 officers on a provident fund basis. — This has been 
accopted. 


Recommendation 43. Designation of class II officers. — Tho designation of class II officors 
has been changed although not on the lines recommended by the Royal Commission. The 
designations : lecturers, demonstrators, oto., recommended by tho Commission were open to tho 
objection that they convoyed tho idea that tlieso officers were devoting most of their time to 
teaching ; on the contrary research foims their main duty. Tho designations “ Eirst Assistant 
to tho Imperial Mycologist ”, “ Second Assistant to tho Imperial Entomologist ”, etc., have 
been changed to ‘'Assistant Mycologist ”, " Second Assistant Entomologist ”, etc. 


Recommendations 44 and 45. Pay of Glass II posts and tenure of appointment. — For class II 
posts the revised rate of pay for now entrants is Rs. 200—15 — 350 (E. B.) — 20 — 650. Initial 
pay is fixed as in tho case of class I posts. Provincial Sorvico officors drawing pay in tho Pro- 
vincial Service scale of Rs. 250 — 750 whon appointed to class II posts come on to the scale of 
Rs. 250 — 250 — 300 — 20 — COO (E.B.) — 25 — S00 on the stage next abovo their Provincial Sorvico 
scale plus Rs. 50. Rooruitmont is mado through tho Federal Public Servico Commission and 
appointments to permanent posts are made on a permanent basis. 


62. Cost of visits paid by the Pusa staff to the provinces. ( Recommendation 46 — paragraph 

567.) 


The Royal Commission suggested that the cost of visits paid by tho members of tho Central 
Agricultural Research Servico to the provinces, whether in the course of their ordinary work or 
to assist in dealing with a specific problem, should be regarded as part of the normal expenditure 
of the Imperial Agricultural Research Institute. It has bean decided that w hen any oases of tho 
oliaracter discussed by tho Royal Commission arise in future, they should he disposed of in the 
light of the recommendation of tho Commission and the head of the Institute has been instructed 
accordingly. 
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CHAPTER XX. — Miscellaneous. 


63. Agricultural organisations in minor administrations. ( Recommendations 1 — 5 — paragraphs 

572-573.) 


The recommendations were referred to the Heads of Minor Administrations. It was re- 
ported by tho Chief Commissioner, Delhi, that the Agricultural and Veterinary staff of tho 
Delhi Province worked under tho supervision of the Punjab officers in technical matters and 
that the proposals formulated in tho Punjab on the recommendations of the Royal Commission 
on Agriculture will eventually bo applied to Delhi. The Chief Commissioner, Baluchistan, 
recommended tho appointment of an Agricultural officer and this proposal was sanctioned. 
Sanotion was also given to the appointment of a small subordinate staff. In the North-West 
Frontier Province (which was then a minor administration) a post of Extra Assistant Director 
of Agriculture and four posts of Agricultural Assistants were sanctioned, while for the develop- 
ment of the Civil Voterinary Department a sum of Rs. 15,000 was provided in 1931-32 to meet 
the oost of four additional Veterinary Assistant Surgeons, equipment, eto., and for grants-in- 
aid to distriat boards for cattle brooding. In order to ensure the staffing of tho subordinate 
veterinary service by qualified men a number of scholarships was sanctioned to enable can- 
didates from this province to undergo a course of training at the Punjab Veterinary College, 
Lahore. A grant of Rs. 5,600 per annum for a period of three years was sanctioned to facilitate 
tho agricultural development of Manpur Pargana, an isolated area in tho Central India Agency 
49 square miles in extent and with a population of 4,505 persons (mostly Bhils). This scheme was 
however subsequently abandoned as a measure of retrenchment as it was felt that in this particu- 
lar case no adequate return could be expected from the outlay. The Chief Commissioner, Ajmer- 
Merwara, was informed that tho Government of India were in complete agreement with hia 
viow that the first oasontial was that Ajmcr-Merwara should have a qualified agricultural officer 
of its own and should develop a programme of expansion in conformity with this advice after 
he had gained local experience and studied tho somewhat peculiar conditions of the province. 
It was suggested that efforts should bo made to obtain a suitable senior officer of the pro- 
vincial agricultural service for this purpose. No action oould howover bo taken on this sugges- 
tion owing to continued financial stringency. 


Funds to the extent of Rs. 15,000 (recurring) have been allotted in the estimates for 
1938-39 for an agricultural organisation in Ajmer-Merwara and tho appointment of an Agri- 
cultural Officer is under consideration. An equal roourring grant and a non-recurring grant of 
' Rs. 25,000 have also been made to that minor province for the improvement of Animal Husban- 
dry work. 

Proposals wore received for tho reorganisation of the agricultural department in tho 
Andamans but owing to financial stringency they oould not be proceeded with. 


In connection with tho general question of supervision over agricultural and veterinary 
organisations in minor administrations tho Royal Commission recommended that tho Director 
of Agriculture and the Director of Veterinary Sorvices of the neighbouring major provinoo should 
bo appointed advisers to the head of tho minor provinoo concerned and should visit that province 
occasionally. The Government of India after oaroful examination of this recommendation 
came to tho conclusion that, except, in tho special oaso of the Delhi province (and also of N. W. F. 
P. which, howover, is no longer a minor administration) the arrangement proposed was open 
to the objection that it would bo impossible for tho Director to dovoto efficient attention 
to tho needs of tho minor province and was not therefore suitablo. Minor Adminis- 
ti'ations already had the fullest liberty to ask assistance of tho oxperts of tho Imperial 
Institutes at Now Delhi and Muktesar and of the I. C. A. R. Tho Government considered that 
this provided all tho assistance tho minor administrations required in dealing with their agri- 
cultural and veterinary problems. Tho minor Administrations were informed accordingly. 


It has since boon dcaidod to place tho agricultural and animal husbandry organisations in 
Ajmer-Morwara under tho technical control and supervision of tho Directors, Imperial Agri- 
cultural Rosaarch Institute, New Delhi, and Imperial Veterinary Research Institute, Muktesar, 
respectively. 

64. Co-operation of Indian States in agricultural ( including veterinary ) and, co-operative matters. 

(Recommendation 9— paragraph 575.) 

Indian States are co-operating more closely than boforo in tho activities of tho Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Research. Besides the Btates of Hyderabad, Mysore, Baroda, Kashmir 
Travanooro, Bhopal and Coohin, which have already joined tho oounoil as mombora, enquiries 
from several Btates have boon received. Research grants have been made bv tho Oounoil 
Hyderabad, Mysore, Baroda and Travanoore, 
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CHAPTER XX. — Miscellaneous — contd. 

The re-constituted Board of Agriculture and Animal Husbandry in India and the Indian 
Central Cotton Committee hove representatives of several Indian States. - • a 


The States of Hyderabad, Mysore, Baroda, Kashmir, Travancoro, Bhopal, Patiala and 
Puddukottai have appointed tlieir own marketing officers and continue to co-operate with the 
Central marketing staff. In addition, the assistance of abont 200 other states lias been secured 
in the all-India Marketing Surveys. 


Go. International Institute of Agriculture, Some. (Secommendations 13— -15— paragraph 578 . ) 


Please see remarks under item 58. When the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research 
took over the responsibility for the annual grant to the Institute, the need for a representative 
on tlie Permanent Committee became apparent. Tiie High Commissioner for India, London 
nas appointed Indian representative on this Committee, 


Officers of the agricultural and allied departments are encouraged to visit the 
International Institute of Agriculture at Rome. 


GO. Agricultural Meteorology. ( Recommendation 11 — pararaph 577.) 


In August 1932, tlie Imperial Council of Agricultural Research undertook to finance a 
five year scheme of work on agricultural Meteorology at a cost of Rs. 2,05,000. This scheme was 
put forward by the Director-General of Observatories, Poonn, and included a detailed study of 
the “ Microclimate ” or the Meteorological conditions immediately surrounding the growing 
crop. The work under the scheme is of practical value to agriculture and the Imperial Council 
of Agricultural Research has recommended that the Agricultural Meteorology Branch should 
be made a permanent activity of the Indian Meteorological Department. This recommendation 
is under the consideration of the Government of India. Meanwhile tlie Council 1ms agreed to 
finance the scheme till 1939-40. The full co-operation of provincial agricultural departments 
was secured and they have benefited by the -work of the Agricultural Meteorological Branch. 


C7. Imperial Institute, London. ( Recommendations 16 and 17 — -paragraph 579.) 


In paragraph 579 of the report the Commission recommended that wider publicity should 
be given in India to the facilities offered by the Imperial Institute and suggested that one method 
of doing this would be by a larger distribution of the quarterly Bulletin issued by the Institute. 


A list of institutions in India to which complimentary copies of the quarterly bulletin of 
the Imperial Institute may be distributed for publicity purposes was prepared and fomarded 
to the Imperial Institute in 1930 so that the Institute might consider the desirability of sending to 
the institutions gratis initial copies of the bulletin w ith a view to extending their sale. A note 
regarding the constitution and functions of the Institute was also prepared and forwarded to 
Provincial Governments and Administrations for circulation amongst officers of the technical 
departments under their control and they were asked to furnish the Government of India with 
a list of such technical officers, who were not on the five distribution list of the bulletin of the 
Institute, to whom a further distribution of tlie bulletin might bo made with advantage. A 
consolidated list showing tlie additional official authorities whom Provincial Governments had 
suggested for inclusion in the free distribution li°t of the bulletin, was forw arded to tlie Institute 
in 1931, but in view of its financial position the Institute did not find it possible to supply copies 
five to them hut agreed to send them complimentary copies of one issue of the bulletin with 
an invitation to become regular subscribers. Provincial Governments and Administrations w ere 
informed accordingly on 7th December, 1931. 


The Royal Commission also recommended that the question of re-organising the Indian 
gallery at tlie Imperial Institute and of renewing the subscription for its maintenance should 
be considered.

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CHAPTER XX.—: Miscellaneous— eondd. 


Tli o Government of Indio had already token up this question before the Royal Com- 
mission reported. It was decided in April, 1928, that the Indian galleries at the Institute should 
be regarded as part of the general scheme for the exhibition of Indian produots. It was also 
decided that the exhibits for the galleries should be financed from the publicity grant of 
the High Commissioner for India which was increased by £200 for this purpose. As a result 
many of the exhibits in the Indian gallery were overhauled and brought up to date. At the 
Imperial Conference held in London in 1930, the financial position of the Imperial Institute oame 
under consideration and it was found that the work of the Institute on the then-existing scale 
coud not bo carried on unless the contributory Governments of the Empire increased their 
contributions. The recommendation was that if the extra money required could not he found 
the exhibition galleries presented the one field where economy might be least rogrottablo. 
Tho Government of India accordingly agreed to the olosing down of the exhibition gallories. 
Thoy have since discontinued their annual contribution to the Imperial Institute. 
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
